U.S. Hands 


: MERICAN forces have occupied 
A an island in the Ellice group in 
» the South Pacific, says a Wash- 
ington message. The occupation has 
not been officially announced, but 
Navy communiqué has disclosed that 
the Japanese bombed American posi- 
tions there on Thursday. ‘The com- 
muniqué did not disclose whether the 
Japanese had a base there and were 
driven ‘out. 

Communiqués in October, 1942, re- 
orted, however, a United States sur- 
ace raid on Japanese sea forces at 

the Gilbert and Ellice Islands. 

The Ellice Island is approximately 
500 miles south-east of the Gilbert 
islands. 

A Navy spokesman. here _ stated 
that the island was occupied with- 
out opposition. It is believed that, 
if the Japanese previously had forces 
on the island, they were small and 
weak. 

The communiqué says that ~ the 
United States fighters strafed Japa- 
nese positions in the Bougainviile 
Strait area, and installations near. 
Cane Alexander, on Choiseul Island, 
were bombed. Night-flying For- 
tresses and Liberators, supported by 
Avenger torpedo bombers, attacked 
Poporang Island, in the Shortlands 
area. 


NASSAU BAY RAID 

Japanese positions and buildings 
were heavily damaged in a raid by 
Mitchell and Boston bombers at 
Nassau Bay, south of Aalamat, on 
the north-east New Guinea coast, 
says Reuter’s Special Correspondent, 
This is one of the forward areas 
which the Japanese are finding so 
hard to supply because of shipping 
losses. The bombers, which were 
over the area for an hour, met only 
slight anti-aircraftfire. Sweeping along 
the south shore of the bay, they 
bombed and strafed Dualia Lababi 
islands and villages. Other bombers 
hit gun emplacements near Nubia, 
in New Guinea; Saulaki, in the 
Tanimbar Islands,- and Dobo, in 
the Aroe Islands. One bomber had 
a running fight of 150 miles with 
four Japanese fighters during a 
reconnaissance at Kavieng, New 
Ireland.—( Reuter.) 

Details of British and Indian 
casualties on the Arakan front in 
Burma in the last four months werc 
disclosed yesterday, said Reuter’s 
Special Correspondent at New Delhi.

HE Prime Minister (Mr. 

Winston Churchill) has sent 

the following message to 
General Arnold, Chief of U.S. Army

“I have read with indignation of 
the cold-blooded execution of your 
airmen by the Japanese. 

“This barbarous and’ unusual 
action reveals in a peculiarly signi- 
ficant manner the fear the Japanese 
have of having the munition fac- 
tories and other military objectives 
in their homeland bombed. I cannot 
resist sending you this message to 
assure you that the Royal Air Force 
earnestly look forward to the day 
when they will be able to fly side 
by side with their American com- 
rades ‘to attack Tokio and other 
cities of Japan and strip this cruel 
and greedy nation of their power to 
molest the civilised world. 

“ We shall certainly claim for our 
airmen a full share in this task, 
which, however long it takes, must 
be thoroughly done by the combined 


iforces of both our peoples.”’

“Time, gentlemen, please,” will 
not be ‘heard in Dublin public- 
houses until 10.30 to-night, when the 
new hours will come generally into 
operation.

The correspondent states that the 
Germans contested possession of even 
boulders, and machine-guns and 
mortars sprayed fire on the British 
troops as they advanced from cover 
to cover. While the infantry con- 
solidated themselves upon Takrouna 
Hill in the morning, other forces 
were fighting furiously away to the 
west, where the tall, cloud-capped 
peak of Djebel Garci rises sheer from 
the plains. For the last few hundred 
feet before the summit rock walls 
present an impassable barrier from 
the south, and as Allied forces moved 
up they were met by vicious fire 
from the ‘machine-guns and mortars 
on the summit. But yard by yard 
the infantry advanced. 

This morning I drove through 
Enfidaville, where the road begins 
twisting away into the mountains. 
Trees, shattered by British artillery 
fire, had been snapped off and thrown 
across the streets. A great anti-tank 
ditch surrounded the village, and 
just south of Enfidaville, hidden 
behind the slight mounds of some 
barley fields, were shallow trenches 
from where the British infantrymen 
began their assault on Monday 
night.

EUTER’S Special Correspondent with the, Eighth Army in Tunisia, in a 

telegram from Outadouna Hill on Wednesday, describes a battle on this 
1,000 feet high hill, in which, he says, men of General Montgomery's army, 
with knives, bayonets and Thompson guns, drove a German contingent back step 
by step until most of them toppled over a precipice and fell into olive groves 
hundreds of feet below. No quarter was asked or given, and the correspondent 
states that Eighth Army men, according to latest reports, are making their way 
down the slopes on the far side of the hill. 


The capture of Takrouna, a straggling mountain hamlet a few miles north- 
west of Enfidaville, followed a violent night battle, in which the British troops 
advanced yard by yard. The village was entered early on Wednesday morning 
in a wild bayonet charge, and the fight went on from cave to cave and, over

(ground provides the Axis with ob- 
servation of the Eighth Army's 
movements. This battle must he 
fought out in the mountains, and the 
Axis will not give up an inch et 
ground without a grim struggle. 

Every day now will tell the same 
story—-bayonet charges, hand-to- 
hand fighting, weary uphill slog- 
ging.

FIRST ARMY’S DRIVE 


Tough mountain fighters of the 
British First Army in a_ powerful 
new blow aimed at Tunis were last 
night battling up mountain slopes on 
a nine-mile front east of the Bou 
Arada-Goubeilat road, with Tunis it- 
self less than 50 miles to the north- 
east, says KReuter’s Special Corre- 
spondent with vhe First Army, in a 
telegram yesterday. First objectives 
are already in Allied hands. This 
new thrust by strong infantry forces 
has already pushed forward three 
miles from the line where the offen- 
sive was launched at 2 o’clock on 
Thtirsday morning, Smashing 
towards the Bou Arada gap, General 
Anderson’s troops are menacing the 
German defence positions at the only 
real point of entry into the plain 
ronnd Tunis. 

The going is hard. On the granite 
slopes the Germans are grimly oppos- 
ing every yard of the British 
advance. General Alexander’s army 
group is hitting at the German army 
along a 70-mile arc from Medjez el 
Bab, through Bou Arada, to the 
Eighth Army front beyond Enfida- 


Marshal Rommel and General 
Arnim lost hundreds of reinforce- 
ments and large quantities of vitally 
needed supplies when Allied fighters 
on Tuesday shot down an entire 
aerial convoy of ME 323s— 
Germany’s new six-engined powered 
gliders—crossing the Sicilian narrows 
on their way to Tunisia, says 
Reuter’s Special Correspondent in 
Cairo. Each of these mighty twin- 
deck transports can carry 120 men 
or 10 tons of gaods. 

Spitfires and Kittyhawks of the 
Western Desert Air Force, which 
made the attack, also shot down 
eight ME 109s, one Macchi 202, and 
one Reggiani 2001 from the strong 
fighter escort protecting the air 
transports. The Allied losses were 
four fighters.

The 
three hills, Argoub Hamram to the 
north, Arhab el Mahalla in the 
centre, and Koudiat Sibarka to the 
south, covered seven of the aine 
mile front. Few details of the fight- 
ing have yet reached Allied heaa- 
quarters, but in the initial surge the 
Allied troops gained a firm foot‘old 
for the next stage of the attack. 
Progress at the north-western end of 
the push was particularly sutis- 
factory. 

General Eisenhower revealed 
yesterday that in the fighting in 
the various sectors on Tuesday and 
Wednesday 33 Axis tanks were

ALLIES’ REPORT 

Yesterday's communiqué from 
Allied Headquarters, North Africa, 
reads :—‘‘ The First Army yesterday 
carried out attacks in the Bou Arada 
sector. All initial objectives were 
taken in the face of vigorous opposi- 
tion. Fighting continues. It is now 
confirmed that the number of enemy 
tanks knocked out in the fighting 
on April 20-and 21 was 33. 

‘* On the Eighth Army front further 
strong counter-attacks weré driven 
back, with considerable loss to the 
enemy, and all our gains are firmly 
held. In a day of intensive activity 


they burst into flames, some of the 
transports seemed to be carrying 
etrol; others had troops on board. 
hey were flying about 50 feet above 
the water when first sighted. 

ME 323s are easily the largest pas- 
senger and freight-carrying military 
‘planes in existence. Their wing- 
span is 180ft., six times that of a 
Spitfire. They are powered by six 
Gnome-Rhone (French) engines, 
giving a maximum speed of 160 miles 
an hour, and a range of 450 miles. 
A multi-wheeled under-carriage is 
designed for landing on rough 
ground, while the nose of the 
machine can be let down as a ramp, 
up which lorries or small tanks can 
be driven into the fuselage. Their 
armaments consists only of machine- 
guns.—(Reuter.)

Examinations carried out so far 
would appear to discount the possi- 
bility of murder, but until police 
investigations have been completed 
this theory cannot definitely be dis- 
carded.

THE DISCOVERY 


The body, which was _ recovered 
from the. mill-race at Fennessy’s 
mill, Archer’s Grove, to the south 
of the city, was first discovered by 
a number of civilian worsers 
attached to the local Army canteen. 
Apparently having been in the water 
for three or four weeks, the body 
was that of a man aged from 22 to 
30 years, weighing .about 14 stone, 
and 5 feet 11 inches im héight. The 
hair is very dark brown—nearly 
dark—the forehead narrow and re- 
ceding, the nose small, lips full, 
chin rounded, the teeth very good, 
and the eyebrows long and dark. A 
few of the teeth have been ex- 
tracted. 

The body was clothed in a brown 
herringbone double-breasted  over- 
coat, a brawn single-breasted lounge 
coat, with vest to match; a wey 
pullwver, worn underneath braces of

Soils of light _ texture, » sands, 
saudy loams and peaty soils are 
better suited to omion culture than 
those of heavier character, and it is 
on such soils that. we chiefly find 
the crop grown commercially, 
whether in. Egypt, Spain, the 
U.S.A., or County Kerry. The gar- 
dener, therefore, with a heavy soil 
does what he can to lighten it by 
the acdition of abundance of. humus 
—manure or compost—in preparing 
the crop. It also requires 
generous manuring both with tarm- 
yard manure, which should be well 
ecayed, and when/ we had them, 
phosphatic and potassic artificials. 
The farmyard manure should be 
applied to the ground some time 
before seeding or planting takes 
place. 
-Qnions can be grown from seed in 
various ways:—(1) Sow about 25th 
August and plant out in October; 
(2) Sow about 10th September and 
plant out in February or March; 
(á) Sow under glass in January or 
February and plant’ out now; 
(4) Sow m the open in March or 
April and allow the bulbs to mature 
in the seed bed 


SEEDS AND PLANTS 


Sowing (1) is difficult at, present 
except for the raising of scallions, 
as practicalJy all the varieties avail- 
able bolt when sown in August. 
When we had Tripolis, Roccas and 
such onions as Solidity, this sowing 
was an important one. Scallions 
are used before, they have an oppor- 
tunity of bolting, and the seed can 
be sown a little earlier than 25th 
August, say about the 10th of that 
month, and the. seedlings are- not 
transplanted. Sowing (2) can he 
made with most of the American 
varieties with little fear oí 
bolting, but in cold districts 
it is advisable to make it in 
a frame. Transplanting is carried 
out as soon as the ground is work. 
able in spring, and usually results in 
a very good crop of bulbs. Sowing 
(3) is an almost ‘certain method of 
obtaining a good crop, providing, of 
course, the planting-out bed is well 
prepared. The seed is sown in 
boxes which are placed on a hot bed 
or in a heated house, or may be 
sown on a bed of soil made directly 
on a hot bed and covered with a 
frame. “Even a cold frame can be 
utilised for this sowing, which 1s

Donegal Solicitor Wins

It is not too late to make 
a sowing now to produce small bulbs 
for flavouring purposes. 


THE BUGBEAR - 


Shallots and potato onions are 
being increasingly grown as a substi- 
tute for onions raised from seed. 
Their culture is exceedingly simple. 
The bulbs are planted in a fairly 
rich bed early in February, sinking 
about two-thirds of the bulb in the 
soil. In due course the bulbs divide 
into ten or twelve offset bulbs which 
ripen in July. 

The bugbear of the onion-grower Is 
the disease known as onion mildew. 
It is caused by a fungus, the spores 
of which may infect the leaf at any 
time between April and October. 
The mycologists. can offer us -no 
remedy for this disease, all that can 
be done is to practise good garden 
hygiene. The beds of autumn sown 
onions should be eXamined very care- 
fully during this month and next for 
any plants with leaves bent over 
in an unnatural way into a stiff 
arch, and at the same time showing 
an unhealthy pale yellowish-green 
colour. Such plants became infected 
with the fungus last autumn, and 
at the onset of warm, moist weather 
will break out into a rash of spores, 
like a fine brownish fur on the sur- 
face of the leaf, and pass on the 
infection to their neighbours, I 
they are at once Temoved and des- 
troyed an epidemic may be averted. 
It is particularly -important to 
remove any sickly-looking plants of 
shallots or potato onions from the 
bed, those with a gréyish look and 
floppy leaves less growthy than their 
comrades, The fungus passes down 
into the bulb so that it ruins the 
‘* seed ” stocks of shallots and potato 
onions. On no account should 
removed plants be added to the com- 
post heap; they snould be destroyed 
by burning. Ground which has 
carried an infected crop should not 
be used for onions again for some 
years. '
